'Conference  Brings  Changes 

New  Apostle  Increases  Number  To  16; 


Regional  Representatives  To  Aid  Correlation

Change. 

That  one  word  seemed  to  roll 
from  everyone’s  lips  when  specu- 
lating on  this  fall’s  General  Con- 
ference. 

It  was  rumored  the  Priesthood 
was  to  be  given  to  the  Negroes. 

Some  claimed  the  Saints  were 
to  be  called  back  to  Missouri. 
Others  felt  that  something  “defi- 
nite” would  be  said  about  the 
Secortd  Coming. 

When  the  speeches  were  over, 
and  the  last  echo  of  the  choir 
faded,  one  thing  was  certain: 


The  changes  proposed  at  the  137th 
Semi-annual  Conference  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  were  not  nearly  as 
startling  as  the  rumors. 

Significant  was  the  calling  of 
Elder  Alvin  R.  Dyer  to  an  Apostle. 
Including  memt^rs  of  the  first 
Presidency,  the  latest  appoint- 
ment increases  the  number  of 
Apostles  to  16.  Elder  Dyer  was 
sustained  in  his  new  position  at 
the  Friday  session  of  Conference. 
Although  an  Apostle,  he  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve.  The  Quorum  will  remain 
at  its  present  size. 

Another  change  was  the  ap- 


pointing of  69  Regional  Represen- 
tatives. The  69  men  will  work  with 
various  stake  {residents  in  awak- 
ing the  correlation  program 
the  Church  more  effective. 

Elder  Harold  B.  Lee.  address- 
ing over  100,000  Priesthood  hold- 
ers Saturday  evening,  explained 
why  changes  were  instigate.  “By 
the  year  2000  it  is  estimated  the 
LDS  Churdi  will  have  a member, 
ship  of  about  10  million.” 

The  443  stakes  in  the  Church 
now  could  grow  to  1,000  by  19S5, 
and  the  78  missions  will  probably 
reach  185  in  the  next  17  years.

Hansen  had  concluded  that  stu- 
dents attending  Seminary  during 
public  school  hours  and  receiving 
school  credits  was  an  infringe- 
ment on  the  Constitution,  accord- 
ing to  Beck.

Brigham  Young  University  put 
on  a spectacular  {Mssing  and  run- 
ning performance  Friday  night 
in  BYU  Stadium  to  turn  back 
vengeance-minded  Western  Mich- 
igan. 44-19. 

'The  win  was  BYU’s  second  of 
the  season  without  a loss  and  was 
played  before  20.672  fans. 

'The  explosive  showing  was  high- 
lighted by  three  touchdowns  by 
passing  in  the  second  quarter, 
two  of  them  from  quarterback 


Marc  Lyons  and  the  other  from 
Ten*>’  Sanford  at  the  signal-call- 
ing spot. 

ODLE  SCORES  THREE 
Phil  Odle  was  on  the  receiving 
end  of  two  of  those  second  per- 
iod touchdowns,  and  he  caught 
another  in  the  third  quarter— a 
S3-yard  play  from  Lyons  in  whicdi 
he  eluded  three  Western  Michigan 
defenders  to  score. 

It  was  one  of  the  best  |)erform- 
ances  of  Odle’s  career  as  he 
caught  12  passes  for  203  yards. 
All  three  Cougar  quarterbacks 


were  instrumental  in  the  victory 
—combining  to  compile  19  of  M 
passes  for  329  yards.  “'They  also 
ran  well,"  commented  Ck>ach  Tim 
Hudspeth  following  the  contest.

Press  Power  Rests  In  Responsibility 


It  appears  our  friends  to  the  north  are  at 
it  again.  As  our  front  page  article  indicates, 
the  Daily  Utah  Chronicle  is  once  again  bog- 
ging down  in  it’s  attempts  to  sensationalize 
and  color  it’s  news.  The  treatment  of  At- 
torney General  Hansen’s  remarks  indicate 
a serious  disregard  for  the  integrity  and 
obligation  of  the  press. 

No  other  news  medium  enjoys  the  power 
and  permanence  of  the  press.  Radio  and  tele- 
vision are  perishable  mediums  and  maga- 
zines are  seldom  as  current  as  the  news- 
paper. A newspaper  can  be  read  and  reread, 
so  it  must  be  accurate  and  responsible  with- 
in its  technical  limits. 

By  taking  statements  out  of  context  and 
given  under  informal  circumstances,  then 
publishing  them  as  a cross-section  of  Han- 
sen’s views,  the  Chronicle  created  needless 
concern  and  opened  issues  in  premature 
fashion. 

The  denial  and  concern  expressed  by  the 
Attorney  General’s  secretary  indicates  the 


questionability  of  the  report  as  given  in  the 
Chronicle. 


The  report  of  Hansen’s  address  was 
published  next  to  an  apology  for  a previous 
day’s  error  of  branding  a prof,  a “Hawk” 
much  to  his  concern  and  embarrassment.  A 
good  journalist  is  able  to  recognize  areas  of 
concern  and  qualify  them.  The  indiscretion 
shown  by  the  Chronicle  in  these  areas  rele- 
gates the  veracity  of  its  news  reporting  to 
question. 

The  Chronicle  reporting,  places  it  in  a 
weak  position  for  future  significant  exposi- 
tion. 

The  role  and  utility  of  college  new’s- 
papers  have  not  been  easy  points  to  establish 
nor  are  they  easy  to  maintain.  Much  effort 
and  careful  planning  go  into  a successful 
paper.  The  more  successful  and  accurate 
a paper  becomes  the  more  it  is  obligated  to 
responsible  coverage  for  it’s  readers. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  current  inci- 
dent will  prove  to  be  an  isolated  indiscretion 
rather  than  a growing  trend.  We  exhort  the 
staff  of  the  Chronicle  to  exercise  more  cau- 
tion and  better  judgement  in  its  future  is- 
sues. s.  g.

Defense 
Minister  Andrei  Grechko  used  the 
occasion  for  an  anti-American, 
speech  and  said  Russian  forces 
could  inflict  “a  crushing  defeat" 
on  any  foe. 

The  parade  followed  two  weeks 
of  war  games  on  the  vast  Russian 
plains  of  the  Ukraine  and  Byelorus- 
sia watched  by  military  (^servers 
from  all  of  the  Soviet  Union’s  allies 
in  Eastern  Ekirope  and  delegations 
from  Mongolia  and  North  Korea. 

'EAST'  BEATS  'WEST' 

Tass,  the  (rffical  Soviet  news 
agency  said  the  games  pitted 
"Eastern”  troops  against  invading 
“Western”  armies.  It  said  the 
“Eastern”  forces  won. 

Delivering  the  main  address  of 
the  day,  Grechko  blamed  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  continuing  interna- 
tional tensions  and  said  the  Russian 
Army  and  the  forces  of  Soviet  Allies 
could  deal  “a  crushing  defeat  on 


freedom  and  independence  of  the; 
peoples  of  the  Socialist  commun- 
ity.” He  made  no  direct  mention 
of  Vietnam  in  the  Tass  account. 


Tass  said  Grechko  was  joined 
on  the  reviewing  platform  by  Com- 
munist Party  Chief  Leonid  Brezh- 
nev, Premier  Alexei  N.  Kosygin 
land  President  Nikolai  Podgorny. 


Yanks  Blast  Viet  Guns, 
Bomb  Fighter  Bases 

SAIGON  (UPI)— American  bomb- signed  fighters  and  an  Army  bar- 


ers.  Navy  ships  and  artillery  out- 
posts carried  the  big  blitz  against 
the  Demilitarized  Zone  (DMZ)  into 
its  second  month  Sunday.  Reports 
indicated  the  severely  battered 
North  Vietnamese  armies  there  had 
launched  a desperate  attempt  to 
knock  out  the  U.S.  anti-infiltration 
barrier  being  built  across  the  fron- 
tier. 

In  the  air  war,  headquarters  re- 
ported that  hundreds  of  American 
planes  knifed  deep  into  North  Viet, 
nam’s  heartland  on  Sunday.  They 
tangled  with  MIG  Interceptors  and 
bombed  a base  for  the  Soviet-de- 


racks  in  the  Hanoi-Hai|^ong  area. 

In  a communique  issued  Sunday 
afternoon,  the  U.S.  command  re- 
ported two  more  saturation  raida 
by  giant  B52  Stratofbrtresses 
against  North  Vietnamese  artillery 
positions  in  the  DMZ.  The  heavy 
bombers  followed  up  barrages  from 
American  ships  and  Army  guns 
firing  at  a rate  of  more  than  four 
shells  a minute. 

The  around-the-clock  pasting  of 
North  Vietnamese  targets  inside 
and  just  north  of  the  DMZ  began 
on  Sept.  1 when  the  Communists 
intensified  artillery  attadcs  against 
American  and  Swth  Vietnamese 
border  outposts.

Termed  as,  “One  of  the 
most  beautiful  cities  in  Central 
Europe,”  Salzburg,  Austria  wili  set 
the  scene  for  the  fourth  annual 
semester  abroad  program  there  by 
the  BYU  Travel  Study  Department. 

From  Salzburg  one  can  travel  to 
nearby  Vienna  to  take  in  museums 
filled  with  etchings  by  Raphael, 
Michelangelo,  Titian,  Rembrandt, 
Hobein  and  Rubens.  This  city  is 
also  the  home  of  the  famous  Bal- 
let of  the  Vienna  Opera. 
MODERATE  TEMPERATURES 
Not  far  away  is  the  Winter  Olym- 
pic city  of  Innsbruck  where  some 
of  the  finest  skiing  in  the  world 
takes  place.  Moderate  tempera- 
tures in  Austria  make  outdoor 
sports  a must. 

VERY  EXCITED 
Students  studying  in  Austria  may 
take  optionai  weekend  trips  to 
Milan,  Florence,  Rome,  Venice, 
and  travel  behind  the  iron  curtain 


to  Budapest  and  East  Berlin.  The 
trip  home  includes  stopovers  in 
Amsterdam,  Brussels  and  London. 

Dr.  Hans  Kelling,  director  of  the 
1967  program  will  again  direct  the 
Salzburg  semester  abroad.  Dr.  Kel- 
ling, native  of  Scherin,  Germany, 
received  his  B.A.  from  BYU,  M.A. 
and  Ph.D.  from  Stanford  Univer- 
sity. He  speaks  German,  Italian, 
and  French  fluently,  and  having 
grown  up  in  Europe  says,  “Natu- 
rally I'm  very  excited  about  it.” 

Associate  Professor  at  BYU,  Dr. 
Kelling  is  currently  doing  research 
on  the  German  classical  poet 
Goethe.'  He  is  teaching  classes  in 
classical,  cultural  and  social  Ger- 
man literature. 

These  travel  programs  are  de- 
signed to  accomplish  this  without 
interrupting  or  extending,  in  most 
cases,  the  normal  four-year  pro- 
gram of  college  education.  Most 
courses  offered  will  satisfy  general 
education  requirements  and  are 
germane  to  the  Austrian  and  Eur- 


opean setting,  which  aids  the 
learning  process  by  providing  a 
constant  laboratory  experience.

All  BYU  students  in  good  stand- 
ing (academically  and  otherwise) 
who  will  be  at  least  sophomores 
by  Spring  Semester  1968  are  eli- 
gible to  apply  for  the  Semester 
Salzburg. 

The  same  standards  of  personal 
conduct  which  apply  to  BYU  stu- 
dents at  Provo  will  apply  in 
Europe.  Violations  will  be  grounds 
for  dismissal  from  the  program. 
Aim  of  the  program  is  to  select  an 
outstanding  group  of  young  men 
and  women  who  have  the  ability 
and  judgment  to  represent  favor- 
ably BYU,  the  Church,  and  the 
United  States,  and  to  add  stature 
to  their  lives.

First  man  to  fill  the  newly-creat 
od  position  of  livestock  herdsman 
at  BYU  is  Kenneth  D.  Andrus,  now 
a member  of  the  Animal  Science 
Department. 

The  job  is  suited  to  his  interests. 
His  family  operates  a ranch  near 
Lava  Hot  Springs,  Ida.  He  gradu- 
ated from  BYU  in  1960  with  a B.S. 
degree  in  animal  science  and  has 
since  worked  as  herdsman  for 
Winterton  Brothers,  who  raise  and 
show  purebred  Hereford  cattle  in 
Kamas,  Utah. 

Andrus  specialized  in  meat  live- 
stock and  is  responsible  for  BYU’s 
herd  of  beef  cattle  (30  purebred 
Herefords  plus  fattening  cattle), 
200  purebred  Yorkshire  and  Hamp- 
shire swine  and  60  purebred  Suffolk 
sheep. 

FEEDING  AND  CARE 

Andrus  is  responsible  for  the 
feeding,  nutrition,  housing  and  care 
of  these  animals  in  cooperation 
with  the  experimental  programs 
outlined  by  the  department,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Phil  R.  Shumwav,  chair- 
man. 

In  addition  to  the  herds  for 
which  Andrus  is  responsible,  BYU 
also  owns  400  Holstein  dairy  cattle, 
described  by  Dr.  Shumway  as  one 
of  the  top  institutional  herds  in  the 
country,  8,000  laying  hens  and  a 
high-quality  herd  of  10  quarter- 
horses. 

The  herds  are  kept  on  a 650  acre 
farm  in  Spanish  Fork  and  a 30- 
acre  animal  science  laboratory  two 
blocks  north  of  the  Cougar  Stadi- 
um. Here  students  majoring  in

Hyer  Returns 
From  Mongolia 

A study  to  reconstruct  the  mod- 
ern history  of  the  Inner  Mongolia- 
North  China  border  area  has  re- 
cently been  completed  by  Dr.  Paul 
V.  Hyer,  professor  of  history  and 
Asian  studies  at  BYU. 

Dr.  Hyer,  on  leave  from  BYU, 
spent  most  of  his  time  in  Taiwan, 
the  Republic  of  China.  His  study 
was  supported  by  a grant  from  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Contemporary 
China  (Social  Science  Research 
Council,  New  York).  The  Sponsor 
in  China  was  the  respected  nation- 
al research  institute,  Academia 
Sinica. 

The  geographic  area  under  study 
is  a strategic  region  on  the  Sino- 
Soviet  border  and  is  the  home  of 
one  of  the  most  important  minority 
groups  in  China— the  nationalistic 
Mongols.  Due  to  the  activities  of 
warlords,  Japanese  invasions  dur- 
ing the  early  period  of  the  repub- 
lic, and  civil  war  with  the  com- 
munists, etc.,  few  records  pertain- 
ing to  this  nomadic  region  are 
available.
